TANNER FOR GOVERNOR 


The Illinois Convention’s First Ses- 
sion—McKinley vs. Cullom. 

SPRINGFIELD (III.) April 29.—It 
nas not yet been decided whether the 
delegates at large to represent. Illinois 
at the national convention will be in- 
structed. The State convention met at 
high noon today, nominated John R. 
Tanner for Governor, W. A. Northcott 
for Lieutenant.Governor and then ad- 
journed until 9 o’clock tomorrow. This 
was dong in accordance with the plan 
mapped out by the so-called machine. 

Never before in the history of the 
State has attendance at a State con- 
vention been as large a8 was that of to- 
day. Fully 12,000 people gathered in the 
great dome building at the State Fair 

unds, to watch the proceedings of 
the convention. When Chairman F. N. 
Jamieson of the State Central Commit- 
tee called the assemblage to order at 
noon there was scarcely standing room 
in any part of the house. Neither the 
delegates nor the spectators were given 
to the custormy habit of cheering and. 
shouting. Once or twice applause was 
indulged in upon the arrival of some 
| distinguished citizen of the State, but 
there was nothing like disorder or wild 
enthusiasm. 

According to the programme now pre- 
pared, the convention upon assembling 
tomorrow will begin by nominating a 
Secretary of State, then an Auditor, a 
Treasurer and Attorney-General. An 


then, according to the agreement be- 


tween the machine leaders and the Mc- 
Kinley men, the resolution instructing 
the delegates-at-large to support a can- 
didate at the national convention will 
be acted upon. From the present out- 
look there will probably be a lively dis- 
cusion over the question, but it cannot 
last long, as each side will be limited to 
thirty minutes’ discussion. Then the 
matter will be put to a vote, and if the 
followers of Maj. McKinley have the 
strength, they will instruct Illinois dele- 
gates-at-large to support him at St. 
Louis. The friends of Senator Cullom 
will do all in their power to prevent in- 
struction for McKinley. 

Tonight both sides are on the alert. 
The leaders are in consultation with 
their lieutenants, preparing for the 
final battle tomorrow. The machine 
men and delegates friendly to Mr. Cul- 
lom say they are confident of victory, 
and on the, other hand, the McKinley 
men say they are equally hopeful. No 
man, not.even the leaders themselves, 
can predict with any degree of cer- 
tainty what the result will be. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

SPRINGFIELD (III.) April 29.—It 
was a few minutes past noon when Dr, 
Jamieson, chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee, called the 
convention to order. The large hall 
was crowded, and many more. were 
struggling to getin. Alderman Martin 
B. Madden of Chicago was named as 
temporary chairman. In concluding 
his speech he said: 

„I will say, in the language of the 
distinguished presiding officer of the 
National House of Representativ o% 
that the proudest part of the proud 
ord of the Republican party has been in 
its steadfast devotion to the cause of 
sound finance.

Story of an Escaped Prisoner From 
, Moro Castle—Capture of an 
American Schooner and 

Her Crew. 


NEW YORK, April 29.—The Herald 
this morning says that the Spanish au- 


| thorities here and in Washington have 


recently discovered a conspiracy formed 
by Cubans to blow up a Spanish war- 
ship and at the same time intercept a 


a large quantity of gold intended for 
the government troops on the island. 
The plot included further the capture 
of the seaport town of Nuevitas, and 
contemplated eertain demonstrations 
along the northern coast of the eastern 
Cuban provinces in order to precipitate 
a rush of troops from the West and ef- 
fect a weakening of the military trocha 
across Pinar del Rio. While the dis- 
closure of the conspiracy may not dis- 
courage the Cuban leaders, it will re- 
quire an entire change of tactics to 
free Antonio Maceo from the uncertain 
position he occupies in the extreme 
west of Cuba, and in Spanish circles it 
is looked upon in the light of a blow to 
the Cuban cause. 
The plot originated and was perfected 
in this city with the assistance of the 
insurgent leaders of Cuba. The first 
blow was to be struck a month hence. 
The revolutionary congress at Cubitas 
has felt for some time the necessity of 
seizing and holdiag a seaport town, 
and has made several attempts to get 
possession of small towns on the coast 
of Cuba.. Finally the Congress decided 
that Nuevitas, on the northern coast of 
Puerto Principe province, was the most 
available point. It is situated at the 
head of the harbor of Nuevitas, which 
can be entered only through a long, 
winding and narrow channel. The har- 
bor is well-sheltered from the sea and 
affords an excellent anchorage. The 
town is not strongly garrisoned. The 
coast line Peninsular mail steamer 
stops at Nuevitas at regular intervals, 
and when there are supplies on board 
the boat is escorted by a Spanish 
cruiser. , 
After a long survey the Cubans de- 
vised a plan by which a formidable 
demonstration could be made at Nue- 
vitas to force Gen. Weyler to send 
strong bodies to the eastern end of 
Cuba. It was decided that it would be 
possible to blow up a Spanish vessel as 
she passed through the narrow channel 
to Nuevitas Harbor, that the wreck 
would so completely. block the entrance 
that no other vessel could pass in to 
‘displace the rebels after they had cap- 


| tured the place. The insurgent presi- 


dent intrusted the carrying out of the 
plot to one of the members of the Cu- 
ban Revolutionary party in this city. 
The latter called to his aid an adventur- 
ous young American, who began to per- 
fect all the details. It was not 
afterward that the Spanish and Amer- 
ican detectives were on the trail of the 
Cuban plotters. Negotiations’ were en- 
tered into by the Cuban agents for the 
purchase of a Cape Ann schooner and a 
New England skipper was employed to 
navigate her. A small 
was purchased, which was to be carried 
on board the schooner. The entire out- 
fit has been estimated to cost not more 
than $8000. | 

Those engaged in the scheme were 
promised that in the event of success 
$100,000 and one-half of the prize 
money found on board the mail 
steamer which was to trapped and 
seized should be paid them. The 
schooner, the Spanish authorities 
learned, with her crew, was to sail from 
this port as a fisherman. She would 
carry, in addition to thirty days’ pro- 
visions for four men besides the crew, 
the steam tender, coal, several small 
kegs to be converted into submarine 
torpedoes, an electric battery and about 
two thousand pounds of dynamite. The 
schooner was to take the far outside 
course. The programme was to launch 
the steam tender at night when near 
the Cuban coast, and to work back and 
forth between the spot and the schonner 
under cover of darknéss, using no ship 
lights. The men who were to do the 
wrecking of the Spanish cruiser, the 
dynamite and other material were to be 
landed and concealed on a plantation 
near the coast close to the entrance of 
the harbor. From this plantation the 
Cubans could reach the channel and lay 
torpedoes at the only point where a 
warship could pass, in less than two 
hours time. 

Information received by the Spanish 
authorities indicates that, as soon as 
Nuevitas should fall, and the cruiser 
reported destroyed, strategic move- 
ments were to be made around Puerto 
Principe, Santa Clara, Gibara, Cardenas 
and other eastern points. 

A reporter saw the Spanish Consul- 
General yesterday. He claimed that 
the Spanish authorities had received in- 
formation of the plot. He said guard- 
edly: ‘“‘We hear occasionally of some 
of these murderous and anarchistic 
plots. Some time ago we learned of a 


plot to blow up the Infanta Isabella off 


Key West. We know enough about 
this conspiracy against a Spanish ves- 
sel in Nuevitas harbor to prevent its 
accomplishment if it is ever attempted. 
The Washington office may know more 
than I do. I hardly believe that Cu- 
bans could blow up the Aplhonse III, 
though I understand it is this vessel 
they planned to attack, because that 
vessel could not enter the harbor un- 
der any circumstances, as she draws too 
much water. Nevertheless I believe the 
insurgents are desperate enough to un-

ESCAPED FROM MORO CASTLE. 
SPRINGFIELD, (11l.,) April 29—Wal- 
ter 8. Whitcomb, who enlisted with 
the 8 eee and made his es- 
cape from the famous Moro Castle just 
outside of Havana, by means 01 a 
rope, has returned to his home and tells 
an interesting story of his experience 
while in the army of the Cubans. He 
was walking along the streets of Jack- 
sonvilie, A., when his attention was 


‘| attracted to a squad of Cuban patriots 


each bearing a white silk banner, des- 
ignating that they were in search of 
men to enlist for the war. His adven- 
turesome spirit seized him and he 
joined the cause, receiving $150 at the 
outset in American currency. Six other 
recruits enlisted with him. 

They took sail in the tug Port Jack- 
son and landed at Del Rio, where they 
were met by two men from the insur- 


‘gent camp under the command on An- 


tonio Maceo. The party went at once 
to the rebel camp. Whitcomb re- 
mained in the rebel camp five weeks 
This camp was ninety miles rom Ha- 
vana, and contained 12.000 insurgents. 
The patriots were well informed, Whit- 
comb says, in the simpler military tac- 
tics, and devoted most of their time to 
drill work. While in camp “Whitcomb 
suffered at attack of fever, and upon 
his convalescence Was given a pass 
through the lines to Havana. When 
within twenty miles of the city.he fell 
into a camp of Spanish soldiers. They 
captured him and tied him hand and 
foot to a tree. There were several Cu- 
bans captured with him, and they were 
tiled in like manner.

BATTLE OF LEIPZIG. 


The Losses on Both Sides Were 
Enormous. 

(Harper's Magazine for May:) It was 
a — victory. Gneisenau wrote that 
Blucher's Silesian army since August 
had shrunk from 103,000 to 40,000, and 
that the allies had sacrificed in this one 
battle from 40,000 to 50,000 men. 

Napoleon lost about 15,000 in killed, 
30,000 wounded, 15,000 prisoners, to say 
nothing of 300 cannon and 900 ammuni- 
tion carts. Think of some 100,000 dead 
and dying massed in heaps in and 
about this li.tle university town of 
Leipzig! They were cared for as well 
as might be by simple Christian citi- 
zens, but the best they could do was 
wholly inadequate. On the seventh 
day after the battle peasants still bore 
from the fields the mutilated bodies of 
living patriots who had lain neglected 
where they had fallen. The houses of 
Leipzig were crammed full of sick and 
wounded, but many Leipzigs would 
have failed to hold the thousands whose 
blood was soaking the flelds for many 
miles around. Pestilence could not fail 
to come in the wake of so great slaugh- 
ter, and disease hurried away thou- 
sands whose wounds might else have 
proved but a short inconvenience. 
Friend and enemy fared equally so far 
as misery was concerned, and thou- 
sands of French wounded bégged to be 
taken prisoners if only that they might 
escape starvation. And yet this battle 
was fought in the most highly-culti- 
vated part of all Germany—in the one 
place where large masses of troops 
might with reason have been expected 
to receive rapid and abundant supplies 
of food. 

We have before us letters of partici- 
pants, giving touching accounts of de 
tails rarely noted by history. On the 
morning of the 17th, for instance, Prus- 
sian (Mecklenburg) officers went to do 
what they could for the French 
wounded locked up in the church and 
town hall of Schkeuditz, near which 
the hardest of Blucher’s fighting had 
been. Here was seen a Prussian lieu- 
tenant feeding beef broth to a French 
captain, whose face had been nearly 
cut to pieces. “It was touching,” says 
one narrator, “to see how grateful the 
French were for our little acts of kind- 
ness, and how fortunate they counted 


‘themselves for having fallen into our 


hands rather than into those of the Cos- 
sacks. Not a single Frenchman had 
been robbed of his purse or his watch. 
Indeed, the confidence in us was so 
great that a captured colonel of the 
Guard Marine Infantry, having heard 
that Ney had given up the battle as 
lost, wrote in a Prussian officer’s pock- 
et-bobk the address of a friend in 
Paris, adding that the Prussians would 
soon be there, without doubt.” | 

This is pleasant contrast to the plun- 
dering of the French after Jena. 

‘Nor can we forget here the gallant 
Private Timm of the Mecklenburg Hus- 
sars. He noticed two French officers 
galloping away from the battle field, so 
he put spurs after them, knocked the 
first One from his horse and cut the sec- 
ond one across the head. But as he did 
so he noted the gold eagle of the Im- 


-perial Guard peeping’ from under the 


officer’s coat, and with that he launched 
the mightiest stroke he was capable of, 
and this time the Frenchman, with his 
precious eagle, rolled In the mud. Now 
Private Timm had no language but the 
Plattdeutsch of Mecklenburg; but he 
knew that no imperial eagle had yet 


been captured, and that it was the 


grandest military trophy any regiment 
could desire. So he sprang from his 
horse, threw himself upon the French- 
man, and there, in the mud, while the 
great guns were booming and the fate 
of the world was in the balance, the 
Mecklenburg private and the officer of 
Napoleon wrestled for this bauble. — 

So flerce was the struggle that the 
standard broke; but yet the gallant 
Frenchman held to it with a grip of 
steel, and at last the sword again had 
to be drawn, and the eagle wrested 
from the fingers of the dead, 

Off galloped Private Timm to his reg-

FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 
ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, April 29.--SENATE-- 
Two notable speeches by Senator Tel- 
ler and Senator Sherman, representing 
opposing elements on the financial 
question, were heard in the Senate to- 
day. Senator Teller addressed him- 
self particularly to the Ohio Senator, 
controverting the views held by him, 
and maintaining that no honest effort 
had been made in the present Congress 
to pass a tariff bill. The Senator re- 
ferred to the McKinley candidacy, 
Saying that the motto of “advance 
agent of prosperity” was elusive, as no 
Prosperity could come until financial 
conditions were reformed. The climax 
of Senator Teller's speech was reached 
when he announced that he would vote 
as he spoke, and that he would not 
hesitate to separate himself from the 
great party with which he had been al- 
lied for forty years, if it pronounced 
for the gold standard. 

Senator Sherman’ answered Senator 
Teller, arguing against a 50-cent silver 
dollar, and announcing the time had 
come for a decisive opinion from the 
people. He appealed the case, he said, 
to the tribunal of the American people 
at the coming election. ne + 

The early part of the day was given 
to speeches by Senators Vilas and 
Mitchell of Wisconsin and Senators Pal- 
mer and Kyle, eulogizing Pere Mar- 
quette, after which the resolution was 
adopted, accepting the statue of Mar- 
quette presented by Wisconsin. 

The Naval Appropriation Bill is nom- 
inally before the Senate, but is heing 
thrust aside for the incidental tariff 
and financial debate. Senator Hale, in 
charge of the bill, protested vigorously 
against the distracting debates, declar- 
ing that if it continued Congress would 
remain in Washington until next fall. 

At the outset Senator Palmer of II- 
linois presented a resolution express- 
ing the thanks of-Congress to Wiscon- 
sin “for this statue of the renowned 
explorer and discoverer of the Missis- 

sippi River,” and formally accepting 

Mr. Mitchell.of Wisconsin was then 
recognized for a speech recounting the 
services of Marquette among the In- 
dians of the Northwest. 8 

Senator Mitchell's speech in the Sen- 
‘ate was followed by remarks from 
Messrs, Kyle. Palmer and Vilas, all gt 


— 


whom eulogized Marquette, and . 
clared that he was honored not as a 
churchman, but as a great historic 
character.. 


“When the consideration or the Nayal 


Bill was resumed, the question being 
on the item of battleships, Senator 
Teller was recognized for some general 
remarks on the financial issues in- 
volved, devoting himself in particular 
to answering Senator Sherman's re- 
marks. He declared that the castiga- 
tion of the Senate by the Senator from 
Ohio, by declining to pass a revenue 
law, was unwarranted. The Dingley 
bill was not presented with any purpose 
of passing it. There was the certainty 
in advance.that it could have no exec- 
utive approval if passed; and that no 
Democrat and no Populist would vote 
for it in the Senate. 

Nobody cares whether the bill 
or not,” declared Senator Teller, as it 
was introduced merely to make a tariff 
issue and to attract attention away 
from the financial issue.’’ 

The Senator said that if a sincere 
effort had been made to raise revenue, 
it should have been made on patriotic 
and non partisan grounds, which would 
have avoided the conflict created by the 
Dingley bill. A tax on beer and numer- 
ous other methods of raising revenue 
would have accomplished the end with- 
out precipitating the issue of protec- 
tion, and thus making success in the 
Senate impossible. But that was, not 
done because a revenue bill that would 
pass was not wanted. Certain people 
were afraid it would pass. They feared 
it might shatter the prospects of some 
Presidential candidate. 

Referring to the hoarding of vast 
sums in the treasury, Senator Teller 
said if there was a country on the 
globe ruled by imbeciles it was this. 
He did not propose, he said, to let the 
Ohio Senator, (Mr. Sherman,) fool the 
people by telling them that if the Mc- 
Kinley bill was reénacted it would bring 
prosperity. The McKinley bill would 
never be reénacted, said Senator Teller, 
and if it was, it would not bring pros- 
perity. — 

Traversing the country and shout- 
ing.“ continued the Senator, is a band 
of men who have labeled their candidate 
the ‘advance agent of prosperity.’ The 
people who look to him as their savior 
will find they have been deluded and 
deceived. The ‘agent of prosperity’ is 
not in sight, and will not be in sight 
until this system of finance of ours is 
changed. 

Senator Teller paid a glowing tribute 
to the Republican party and its great 
achievements, but, he added, it looked 
as though the gold party had reached 
the point where it would drop in the in- 
terest of the masses, and become the 
dupe and agent of those who have no 
sympathy with the masses, of those 
who represent only the dollars. The 
Senator rejected the imputation of the 
Senator from Vermont (Mr. Morrill,) 
as to the Republicanism of those who 
voted against taking up the tariff bill. 

Jam a Republican,” exclaimed Sen- 
ator Teller, “I helped make that 
party. I was a member of the party 
, before the Senator from Vermont 
was, and I came into it voluntarily. 
The Senator from Vermont must al- 
low me to go out of it in the same 
manner. He cannot fix my line of con- 
duct, no more than a Democratic or 
Republican convention can’ command 
my confidence and my judgment.” 

The Senator said that when the great 
parties formed in battle array next 
summer, one of them might be the 
champion of the white metal. He con- 
fessed that he looked with fear and 
trembling on the cause of the great 
party with which he had been allied 
for forty years. Would it yield to the 
false, seductive, lying shibboleth of 
sound money? If it became the party 
of the gold standard then its disin- 
tegration had begun. 

“What will I do if the party to wh 
I have been attached advocates the 
gold standard?” proceeded Senator 
Teller. Mr. President, I have no hes- 
itancy in saying here as I have before 
and will say again that when a polit- 
ical organization ceases to represent 
the sentiments I hold then I cease to 
act with it. When the Republican

Senator 
Sherman said the time had come for a 
final settlement of the silver question 
by the people. Each party should state 
its position honestly and manfully, and 
let the people decide if we are to havea

Senator Platt of Connecticut read a 
speech by Senator Proctor of Vermont 
supporting Senator Gorman’s amend- 

nent that the number of new battle- 
ips should be restricted to two, and 
at 6 o’clock the Senate adjourned.

Judas in Mexico. 


(April Lippincott’s:) The explosion 
of Judas is a custom peculiar to the 
land of the Montezumas—at least if it 
ever existed anywhere it is obsolete 
now—and a most curious one it is.

He hurried back to the East 
Side, joined his wife and Hewitt, who 
had been together in Dr. Roberts’s of- 


| fice for some time, and the three held a 


long consultation, at the conclusion of 
which they made an official statement 
of the affair. Speaking through Mrs. 
Warner, they announced that Hewitt 
had been u great deal at the Warner 
house for some time, helping to care 
for Warner, who was ill much of. the 
time. Mrs. Warner declared the two 
men were in the habit of scuffling good- 
naturedly together. They began to do 
so last night and in some way a pistol 
which Warner, as a deputy constable, 
carried in his ‘pocket, ‘was discharged. 
They declared the whole thing was ac- 
cidental; that there was no intention 
whatever on the part of the editor to 
injure Hewitt.

FREE TRADE IN Woo. 


Perhaps no agricultural interest has 
suffered so severely through the repeal 
of the McKinley law as that of wool- 
growing. The. wool-clip of the country 
in 1893, the year in which Cleveland 
was inaugurated, amounted to 364,000,- 
000 pounds. During the two succeed- 
ing years it fell to 264,000,000 pounds 
for 1895—a loss of 100,000,000 pounds. 
The decline began soon after Cleve- 
land’s election, and was due beyond 
doubt to the fact that the Democracy 
came into power upon a, free-trade 


It was understood from the first th 
the duty on wool was to be removed al- 
Wool, lumber and a few 
other staple articles were selected for 
sacrifice upon the free-trade altar. For 
this reason the price of wool steadily 
declined and the wool-clip as steadily 
decreased for months before the actual 
removal of the duty. The price of wool 
fell, between March, 1893, and March, 
1895, measured by the standard grade, 
XX Ohio, from a little over 30 cents 
to about 15 cents. The wool-growers, 
believing that there was no future for 
the wool industry, sold their flocks in 
countless numbers. to the butchers, so 
that the clip of 1894 fell off to 328,000,- 
000 pounds and that of 1895 to only 264,- 


To make up the deficit in the Amer- 
ican clip we have been compelled to im- 
port wool to take the place of the 
Instead of 
only 55,000,000 pounds of raw wool, im- 
ported in 1894, we imported 250,000,000 
pounds in 1895. This takes no account 
of shoddy, rags, waste, etc., which are 


In the fiscal year ending June 30, 
t fiscal year un-

waste, ete.; but during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1895, and almost all of 
it in ten months after the passage of the 
we imported 14,772,690 
pounds ofshoddy, waste,etc.,an increase 
of over 1,000 per cent.

These large imports of shoddy. were 
necessary, first, by the destruction of 
the American clip, and second, by the 
low duties upon the manufactures of 
wool, and the ad valorem feature of the 
Wilson law, which permitted under- 
valuation and compelled American 
manufacturers to increase thein.use 2 


The 11 of these figures can 
extended 
analysis. They illustrate in a forcible 
manner the ruinous nature of the fiscal 
policy to which the Democratic party 
is committed; a policy which destroys 
American industries to build up foreign 
industries, and which decreases Amer- 
‘ican products while it’ vastly increases 
‘the importation of foreign products to 


To this ruinous policy Maj. William 
McKinley, the next President of the 
United States, is unalterably opposed. 
More than any other American, he 
typifies the great principle which is the 
opposite of free trade—the principle of 


Virtue is essential to freedom. With- 
out public morality a free government 
cannot exist. Just so soon as the de- 
cisions uttered at the ballot box uni- 
versally cease to be the expression of 
‘the will of the majority then will free 
government be at an end. Where brib- 
ery and corruption hold sway public 
elections are a farce. The man who 
will sell his vote for gold is the worst 
enemy of his country. Gold is more

.than the public weal. The ballot to 
him is not the enunciation of the will 
of the sovereign citizen, but a mere 
‘thing of barter and sale devoid of sa- 
eredness. The love of country has no 


any other one form of public wrong. 
Says Lincoln Satterthwait, Esq., in 
the current issue of the American Mag- 
azine of Civics: “If any man can neu- 
tralize my vote by his own, and then 
can overwhelm me by the purchased 
votes of others, my equality, absolutely, 
is gone and I am, to all intents and pur- 
poses as completely deprived of a vote 
| as though I were a subject of Russia. 
And when our elections shall thus 
come, generally, to be controlled by 
bribes our institutions will be gone, our 
liberties will be lost. We shall find 
that those who purchase power will re- 
coup the cost. If we could know ac- 
curately the proportion of those clothed 
with the privileges and charged with 
the duties and responsibilities of Amer- 
ican citizenship, who have become vot- 
ing chattels, we should doubtless be ap- 
palled. A gentleman in Connecticut, 
after careful investigation, has placed 
the number of venal voters in that State 
at 30 per cent. Think of it! Out of 
every hundred votes, thirty for sale! 
But what of the rest of the country?

Let public sentiment be so educated 
that the man who sells his vote shall 
be held to be the worst foe to his coun- 
try,.an enemy who.will bear continual 
watching. And let him who would pur- 
chase votes and ride into power by their 
means be regarded as the most danger- 
ous enemy of free government and a 
of public trust.

No one who has 
not seen them can even imagine the 
wonderful intelligence they display, and 
the neatness and cleanliness with which 
they perform their work. Nothing es- 
capes them.

They go down 
into the mines and come out as they 
please. They are friendly with the 
workmen employed there, but are ex- 
ceedingly .shy with strangers. 

“The monkeys are, I find, most excel- 
lent detectives, and no workman can 
get friendly enough with them to carry 
away in his hands a piece of quartz. 
They frequently attempt it just for 


ever they may have in their hands. It 
is strange to see how they will dis- 


criminate between the tools used by 
the workingmen and a piece of quartz. 
They only keep their eye on and make 
a fuss about what they must recog- 
nize as particles belonging to the 
mines.. I would not part witn them 
because I do not know how their places 
could be supplied. Certainly not by 
human beings.” 


THE CZAR’S BODYGUARD. 


How it Originated and What Kept 
it Up. 

The Preobrajinski Regiment, which, 

since the days of Peter the Great, has 


in consequence the crack regiment of 
the empire. 

It is weil known what a stormy time 
preceded the accession of Peter the 

at to the throne. He was perse- 
cuted\from his very infancy by his sis- 
ter Sophia, who acted as regent, and 
only escaped miraculously from death. 
The hired assassins of his sister were 
about to kill him on. the altar of a 
Moscow church, where his mother had 
placed him, having fled thither from the 
Kremlin, when a number of young no- 
blemen snatched him away and carried 
him to a place of safety. Four years 
later Sophia, fearing to have him killed 
outright, decided to try to end his days 
in another way. She sent him to Preo- 
brajinski, a village fifty or more miles 
from Moscow. Fifty young noblemen 
were sent as his companions, with the 
understanding that they were to try to 
debauch him as much as possible. She 
hoped in this way he would become 
.unfit to reign. But she was disap- 
pointed. 

Peter had taken with him an officer 
named Lefort, a French adventurer, 
who had served in the Belgian army. 
Lefort, true to his military instincts, 
formed a regiment at Preobrajinski and 
began to train the fifty companions of 
Peter to become its officers. Peter and 
his friends soon became deeply inter- 
ested in the military exercise and gave 
up the life which Sophia had wished 
them to lead. Peter studied hard and 
passed from grade to grade just as his 
comrades, who became extremely at- 
tached to him. When ‘he decided to 
preclaim himself Emperor later, it was 
they—the Preobrajinski corps—who 
stood by him and enabled him to do so. 
Sophia then sent her soldiers to seize 
him, but the Preobrajinskis repulsed 
them and the ambitious Princess had 
to renounce the throne. 

All the czars since that day, mindful 
of the fidelity of the Preobrajinski 
corps, have kept up the regiment and 
m it their bodyguard. It has thus 
t proudest traditions in the Russian 
army.

by the company that the city must do 
this work or the matter will be taken 
into the courts. 

It will be remembered that this ques- 
tion was discussed, ad libitum ad nau- 
seam, several months ago, in the Coun- 
cil, and the City Attorney at that time 
advi the Council that the company 
could not, in all probability, be forced 
to repair these hydrants, if they were 
continued to be used for sprinkling pur- 
poses. The Council did not heed this 
advice, and the result is found in the 
following communication from the City 
Water Company filed yesterday with 
the City Clerk: 

“To the Honorable, the Council of the 
City of Los Angeles: It is with regret 
that the undersigned, the Los Angeles 
City Water Company, has to call the 


~ attention ef your honorable body to a 


burden that is being imposed upon the 
City Water Company. and has grown 
to such an extent that the company 
cannot very well longer submit to it; 
but they prefer, before commeneing any 
legal proceedings for the protection of 


their rights, to call the attention of the 


Council to it, in the hope that you will, 
without the necessity of litigation, pro- 
tect the company by your own action. 
“By referring to the contract be- 
tween the city and Griffin, Beaudry and 
Lazard, (which contract has been as- 
signed to the Los Angeles City Water 
Company,) you will see that, among the 
things which the grantees of the fran- 
chises there conferred undertook to do, 
were to lay down in the streets of the 
city twelve miles of iron pipes of Suffi- 
cient capacity to supply the inhabitants 
of said city with water for domestic, 
33 and should erect, or cause to 
erected, one hydrant to be used as 
a protection against fire at one corner 
of each cross street of said city, where 
the water pipes now are, or may here- 
after be, laid by virtue of this contract, 
and again that they will within one year 
from the date of the contract place a 
hydrant to be used as a protection 
against fire at one corner of one street 
at each cross street, where the pipes are 
now laid, and will erect hydrants at 
other street corners according to the 
terms of this contract as fast as the 
pipes are extended through the. streets 
of said city, and, again, that they 
would make all the improvements men- 
tioned and set forth in the contract and 
keep the same in repair at their own 
cost and expense for the said period of 
thirty years. 
“The company has erected fire hy- 


Arants in accordance with the contract 


and is still placing them wherever 
they are requested by the Council, and 
it has been keeping them in repair 
at its own cost and expense. ö 
“But you will see by the provisions 
above quoted that they were to be 
erected to be used as a protection 
against fire and that was the only pur- 
pose to which they were to be devoted. 
But the hydrants which the company 
has thus far erected for protection 
against fire are being used for the pur- 
pose of filling the street sprinklers en- 
ed in sprinkling the streets of Los 
ngeles and by such use the burden of 
maintaining them is increased 50 fold, 
and as these fire hydrants have become 
very numerous and are constantly in- 
creasing in number, the increased cost 
of maintaining them in repair when 
such use is made of them is very:great 
and the company now protests against 
such use being made of the hydrants at 
all, unless, indeed, the city chooses to 
assume the burden of maintaining. them 
in repair. And we respectfully request 
the Council to forbid the using of the’ 


hydrants by the street sprinklers, or |’ 


else that the Council will engage to pay 
the expense of maintaining the hy- 
drants in repair.”

George Vore is securely locked up 
in the City Jail, accused of having mis- 
used his position as bell-boy in the Ho- 
tel del Coronado to steal valuable jew- 
elry from the rooms of the guests of 
the great hostelry. 

Tuesday Officer Reynolds saw Vore 
in the act of trying to sell a diamond 
brooch in a pawn-shop. The police 
man felt suspicious and questioned the 
boy as to the way in which he had 
Obtained the piece of jewelry. Vore's 
explanations were exceedingly unsatis- | 
factory, so the policeman took him to 
the Police Station that the detectives 
might turn. his soul inside out and 
peer into the wrinkles. 

Vore was taken into the office ot 
Chief ot Detectives Moffitt. One of the 
detectives began to search Seiz- 
ing a favorable opportunity, when the 
detective’s attention was distracted 
for a moment, the young man threw 
several rings into a cuspidor, so the 
pearch of his person failed to rev al 
any incriminating evidence. The de- 

tectives questioned him closely, with- 

out finding anything definite. The man 
was locked up in a 7 for several 
hours, then brought out and questioned 
closely a second time. 
At last it was discovered how Vore 
had disposed of his jewelry; the rings 
mwere fished out of the cuspidor and 
Vore was asked how he happened to 
have them.

The brooch which Vore was trying to 
gell when he was arrested by Officer 
Reynolds, was one he had stolen from 
the room occupied by F. O. Johnson of 
the Westminster Hotel, Los Angeles, 
and Mrs. Johnson, while they -were a 
the Coronado with the National Hotel 
Men's Association. Mr. Johnson yes- 
terday positively identified it.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Has Been Too Cool During the Past 


Week. 

The climate and crop bulletin of ‘the 
Weather Bureau, for the week ending 
Monday, April 27, as compiled by Ob- 
servor George Franklin, reports: 

The past week Was exceptionally cool 
for the season, the deficiency in tem- 
perature being marked, particularly 


during the first portion when the cold - 


est April weather ever recorded by the 


expérienced on the 2ist. Rain fell gen- 
erally at the close of, the week, being 
heavy in the northern districs, and fall- 
ing in light showers. in, the southern, 
sections. The general conditions for 
the month shows a lack of sunshine, 
and a deficiency in temperature and 
precipitation which caused vegetation | 
to make a slow growth, ‘especially 
grain, which, on the mesa lands, 
scarcely su sfor hay, The. remark- 
ably cool weather for the month of 
April which prevailed during the past 
week, was accompanied by frequent 
frosts, that were very heavy on sev- 
eral. mornings, and which seriously 
damaged deciduous fruits, vineyards, 
garden truck and in a measure hurt 
the new growth on young citrus or- 
chards. The upper, or foothill sections, 
escaped the frosts. or experienced them 
in a light form without damage to 
vegetation, while in the lower lands 
the temperature; was abnormally low, 
which resulted in the heavy frosts that 
injured. orchards and vegetation. 
Warm weather and ‘serine of sunshine 
is badly needed. 

San Luis Obispo peunt y—San Luis 
* city: The frost of the 20th killed 
pretty much everything in the fruit 
line except apples, grain, grapes and 
vegetables in the valleys being all gone. 
Today's rain will revive grass so that 
stock will be O. K. for the year. The 
rainfall was 1.30 inches. Musick: There 
was a very heavy frost on the 19th, and 
ice formed, every green leaf and bud on 
grapevines being killed. Early peaches 
and 3 do not appear to be in- 


jured; wild sage blossoms in the moun- 
ey ‘pitghted, which will affect the 
honey crop. The fine rain this week, 


amounting to 1.92 inches, will be ex- 
tremely beneficial to all late crops. | 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: While 
frosts were quite sharp up to the 22nd, 
no serious damage was done, some 
young citrus orehards were nipped on 
the tips of the new growth, and pos- 
| sibly. some buds. dropped in exposed 
places. Potatoes and other vegetables 
were, bitten, but the damage was small, 
as ‘long-continued low temperature pre- 

vented early planting. The rainfall was 

175 inches. West Saticoy: Light frosts oc- 
curred during the fore part of the week, 
put no damage resulted. The rains, vary- 
ing from 75-100 to 2.50 inches, were bene- 
‘ficial to grain and déciduous fruits. 
The highest temperature was 7² des.; : 
lowest, 32 deg. 

Los Angeles county—Los ‘Angeles 
city: The weather was cool, with fre- 
quent frosts; the average temperature 
for the-week was 5 deg. less than the 
normal. Light rains fell, but not 
enough to do much good. Market men 
state that garden truck and small fruits 
generally are killed by the frosts. The 
highest temperature was. 69 deg.; low 
est, 38 deg.; rainfall, 19-100 of an inch. 
La Cafiada: In eyery low place frost 
cut vegetation séverely, but in elevated 
localities no effects are visable on vege- 
tables, vineyards, fruits. Cool winds 
and unusually low temperature have 
somewhat retarded rapid growth of 

vegetation, nevertheless, all growth 
seems healthy and good. Highest tem- 
perature, 55 deg.; lowest, 35 deg.; rain- 
fall, 69-100 ‘of Preah ‘inch; for season, 13.57 
inches. Very cool, showery 
weather —— till Saturday, 27-100 
of an inch falling here, but several 


the rainfall was heavy enough to per- 
ceptibly raise the streams. Frosts did 
considerable ‘damage to vegetables and 
Peaches are setting very 
light on account of the March freeze: 
apricots are light, but of splendid size: 

oranges are uneven. Grain is being cut 
for hay, as it has not filled out well. 

Highest temperature, 68 deg.; lowest, 32 
deg. Duarte: The weather has been cool 
the past week and vegetation made 
but little growth; no damage was done 
to any crop by the late frosts. Light 
rains fell but, not enough to do much 
good. Crops ‘look well. Highest tem- 
perature 70 deg.; lowest, 40 deg.; rain- 
fall, .29-100 of an inch. Pomona: The 
late frosts did much injury to apri- 
cots, prunes, pears and walnuts. As a 
rule the injury is confined to the lower 
lands, yet there are exceptions, In 
some places in adjoining orchards the 
fruit was killed in one and not in the 
other. Grapes are badly injured but 
not all killed; oranges and lemons 
slightly touched in places but: hardly 
noticeable. Think upon the whole the 
cool weather was a benefit to grain, 

hay and pasture. 

San Bernardino county—Ontario: The 
late frost damaged young potato vines 
quite seriously at Cucamonga, it is 
thought, however, that’ most of them 
will recover from the shock. The Cu- 
camonga vineyards are also somewhat 
affected. was done here 
by frost. 

Riverside count Riverside: The 
rainfall on Thursday ‘and Friday was 
17-100 of an inch. West Riverside: The 
frost did considerable damage to some 
of the vineyards in low places; vegeta- 
bles were nipped to some extent. The 
fruit trees seemed to have escaped in- 
jury and the apricot d. peacn crops 
look very promising. uth .Riverside: 
The cold weather cause@ vegtation to 
make a slow gro ; eae vegetables 
were nipped on lo d. Oranges 
‘and lemons are D heavily. 
Moreno: The frost of the 20th destroyed 
peaches, apricots and prunes in the 
bottom of the valley; upland fruit. was 
untouched. The storm only resulted 
in local showers here. Orange trees 
are unhurt by the frost but need w 
weather. No hay will be cut. a this 
valley except with a pan ‘attached 
machines. 

Orange county—Santa’ Ana: Cold 
west winds prevailed’ and there were 
| two or three light frosts in some locali- 
ties. There was some cloudy weather 
with indications of. rain, but only a 
light precipitation occurred. Potatoes 
and other vegetables were the only 
things hurt by frost and this occurred 
in exposed places; fruits and walnuts 
escaped. Highest temperature, 74 deg.; 
lowest, 41 deg. Capistrano: There were 
light frosts on the 20th and st, which 
slightly hurt late apricots and young 
‘corn; other deciduous fruits, orange 

and lemon buds and walnuts were not 
injured. Highest temperature. 68 deg.; 
lowest, 44 deg. 

San Diego county—San Diego city: 
‘The frosts of the last week did but lit- 
tle damage to growing fruits and veg- 
etables. The minimum temperature of 
42 deg. was the nearest approach to a 
severe frost; the highest temperature 

was 69 deg. 11-100 of an inch of rain, 
fell. Fallbrook: Cold winds continued 
most of the week ending with rain on 
the 26th, which wet the ground to quite 
fa depth. No frosts have occurred here 
to do injury to fruits or vegetables, 
Peaches are setting heavily, also or- 
anges and lemons; apricots fairly; 
prunes and apples are blossoming 
slowly but promise well. Walnuts and 
almonds are setting, full. Highest tem- 
perature, 74 deg.; lowest, 40 deg. La 
Costa: Cool. weather continues. A se- 
vere frost on the 20th did considerable 
damage in places by cutting down po- 
tatoes and other tender vegetables as 
well as grape vines, walnut trees, etc. 


“'}?he extent of the damage is difficult 
to obtain but does not seem serious.

the 2ist. Escondido: The cold wave was 
not as severe here as further north, 
but more or less damage was probably 
done to the tender growth on arse 
vines in the lower lands.

Is it Unprofessional? 

(New York Tribune:) The question 
now under discussion in England as to 
whether.a physician is justified in re- 
vealing facts which come to him in his 
professional capacity was raised in New 
Jersey the other day. 

During the trial, in the United States 
Circuit Court, in Trenton, of Paul Du- 
mont’s 325, damage suit against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, Dr.} 
Young of Newark was called as a wit- 
ness for the company. Dr. Young at- 
tended Dumont in St. Michael's Hospi- 
tal, Newark, immediately after the ac- 
ciden The doctor testified that he 
asked the injured man h he came to 
be hurt, and that the statements then 
made were at once committed to writ- 
ing by the witness, The document was 
‘produced in court. Counsel for Dumont 
scored Dr. Young unmercifully, and de- 
scribed his conduct as “unprofessional 
and indecent.” 

Dr. Young is a physician of excellent 
reputation, and it is doubtful if he 
would do what he did had it seemed to 
him any violation of the code of 22 
The subject is one that might profitably 
be discussed by the physicians of New 
Jersey, and especially of Essex county, 
so that the public may. get a correct 
idea of their attitude on a point of such 
general interest.

With a 
small steamer running from San Pedro 
and San Diego monthly to the ports ot 
Lower California, Sinaloa and Sonora 
a large amount of this trade could be 
captured by the merchants, farmers 
and fruit- 
trade built up in time by proper man- 
agement. The lack 

between Southern California and the 
coast of Mexico prohibits commercial 
intercourse between the two sections, 
conditions which ought not to exist be- 
tween two countries so well adapted 
for commercial relations with each 
other. 

There Southern lifornia has a mar- 
ket for large qu ities of her wines, 
fresh, dried and preserved fruits, nuts, 
olives and olive oil and many articles 
of merchandise and in return she could 
buy many articles there to sell to the 
people of that State.
